ON THE RIVER FRONT

BOATS PREPARING TO CRUISE ON
THE POTOMAC.

The Gwin Sails for Annapolis — 0il
Fuel Tests Satisfactory—Other
Marine Matters.

The new steam launch belonging to
Messrs, Boswell and Webber, which has re-
cently been fitted with a small steam engine
and boller at Boswell & Co.'s shop, has
been taken to the boat house of Mr. Ed-
ward Whyte to be housed over and pre-
pared for service in the river. The hull of
the launch was formerly one of the large
boats of the United States dispatch boat
Dolphin and is built. of white cedar
throughout.

The large sailing sloop Seagull, the prop-
erty of Mr. Jacob Deamer of this city, has
been hauled out at Mr. Whyte's and has
been given a thorough overhauling and re-
painting preparatory to an extended cruise
on the river. The Seagull, with Mr. Dea-
mer and a party of his friends aboard, will
leave here early next week for a cruise of
two or three weeks on the lower Potomac.

The demand for fish today at the 11th
street wharf was fair, but the prices show
but little change from yesterday. Today
Spanish mackerel sold at 14 to 13c. per
pound; sturgeon, 10 to 12c. per pound; pan
rock, 6 to Sc. per pound; medium rock. 9 to
12¢. per pound; boiling rock, 13 to 13c. per
pound; flounders, 3¢. per pound; black bass,
14 to 15c. per pound; white perch, 10 to 12c.
per pound; small white perch, 10 to 12c.
per bunch; eels, 3 to Se. each; gray trout,
§5 per barrel; spot, $2.30 to $4 per barrel;
bhutterfish, 5 per barrel; hard crabs, $1 to
$2 per barrel; soft-shelled crabs, 35 to 40c.
per dozen, and clams, 40 to Fe. per hun-
dred.

About 6500 watermelons have arrived at
the oyster wharf, foot of 11th street., in
three vessels, all- from Virginia fieids. The
stock on hand in all the boats at the wharf
will amount to about 300 meionus, and
the sale for them is slower than it was
early in the week. Prices this morning are
abhout the same as yvesterday, ranging from
$1 to 320 per hundred, according to size and
quality of the fruit wanted.

The saiiing sloop Harriet, with a party
from this city aboard, is down the river on
a trip to Colonial Beach and the other
summer resorts. Messrs, Bingham, Arnold
and others are also at Colonial Beach in the
sloop Skipjack from this city,

THE CITY BEAUTIFUL

INTEREST IN IMPROVEMENT OF
NATIONAL CAPITAL.

Member of Park Commission Writes o
Plans for Adornment of
Washington.

Frederlek Low Olmstead in the Independent,

There is probably a more widespread Ine
terest at present in the municipal develop-
ment of the city of Washington than in
that of any other place in the country.
This is mainly because it is the national
capital and because the country at large
has something of the pride of possession
in it that it cannot have with regard to a
great commercial metropolls with com-
manding local interests of its own.

The plan of Washington was completely
blocked out with all its streets, squares
and parks in 1T, while the land was still
wild forest. by the engineer, Peter Charles
L’Enfant, under the direction of President

Washington and Secretary Jefferson. The
positions for the different grand edifices
and for the several grand squares or areas

of different shapes, as they are laid down,
were first determined on the most advan
tageous ground, commanding the most ex
tensive prospects and better susceptible of
such improvements as the various intents
irives

or avenues of direct communication have
been devised to connect the separate and
most distant ohjectz with the principal and
to preserve through the whole a r iy
of sight; at the same time att has
been paid to the passing of t ding
avenues over the most favorable ground

for prospect and convenlencg
Original Plan Slighted.

he had apparently intended to treat
great avenue of green sward, banked by
rows of trees, has suffered most of al
The first departure was made when for
the equestrian statue of Washington, to
be placed in the Mall at its junction
the White House axis, an obelisk was sub-
stituted, and when the engineers, finding
it difficult to secure good foundations at
the point of intersection of the two axes,
Ipcated It Instead on & gravelly hillock 270
feet out of line in one direction and 125
feet out in the other.

the Mall was donated to it as a setting

The Railroad Trouble.

But worse was yet to follow. About the
vear 1572 the Baltimore and Potomac Rall-
road Company wished to erect a terminal
station on Maryland avenue, but it so
happened that there were two school
houses close by the proposed site, and the
citizens of that ward objected to having
the scholars disturbesd by the trains. Con-
gress declded the wisest course would be
to give the milroad a station site in the
Mall, where the noise of the trains "“ll.I]{l
disturb no one. So for some twenly-five

| years the trains steamed back and forth

across the Mall, and apparently every one
was satisfied. Dut more recently, in order
to avoid the very dangerous grade crossing
of the rallroad and give adequate accom-
modation for the increasing travel, it was
decided to raise the tracks, and a strip of
land G630 feet wide extending all the way
across the Mall was granted to the ralil-
road for the erection of a great viaduct
and train shed, 160 feet high.

This was the state of affairs when our
commission was appointed. We felt It to
be essential to return to the original pur-
pose of the Mall at least in its main out-
line as a great avenue leading up to the
Capitol. To this end the removal of the
proposed train shed was a sine qua mon.

After much discussion and considerable
opposition Mr. Cassatt, president of the
Pennsylvania railroad, finally declared

that he believed his railroad had no right
to block a scheme of such national _im-
portence, and that if the commission could
secure a suitable site clgewhere for a union
station the Pennsylvania and the Balti-
more and Ohio, just brought under ll‘m
same control, would erect it, and ‘ihe ":m-
tion rights already K!‘Elllt’d_ by n_ll‘lg.lt"li?

At this point it is proposed to construct
the memorial bridge leading across the Po-
tomac to Arlington cemetery, a bridge long
under contemplation for a nelghboring site.
From the same point it Is propoesed to con-
duct a curving parkway along the bank of
the Potomac and Rock creek to Rock Creck
Park. The open space directly at the foot
of the Capitol and at the head of the Mall
it is proposed to treat as a formal plaza,
with three equestrian statues as the central
features—General Grant flanked by his great
lieutenants, Generals Sherman and Sheri-

an.
dsﬁwh in brief is the summary of what
the commission has suggested should be
done. 8o elaborate is the plan that ycars
must elapse before any conslderable por-
tion of it may be carried Into execution,
but we hope that at least a beginning may
be made within the next year or so, and
that as It materializes the American people
will realize the truly magnificent ideas of
the founders of the city, and will insist that
the great expenditures which must from
decade to decade be made for government
bulldings and their surroundings be so made
as to contribute each its share to a great
artistic whole.
